A key priority has been 
to achieve unification 
of the game in South 
Australia. Significant 
steps towards achieving this 
goal were realised with the South 
Australian Amateur Soccer League (SAASL) Management 
Committee and Clubs agreeing to affiliate to Football 
Federation SA (FFSA). 


SAASL President, Bill Bailey and a former Chairman of the SA 
Soccer Federation and General Secretary Alex Cichanowski 
(who sadly passed away following a relatively short battle 
with illness) were instrumental in achieving this important 
milestone. Alex’s contribution to the game in South Australia 
was significant and he will be a big loss to the Football 
Family, however he leaves a great legacy to our sport and 
will be remembered as making a significant contribution over 
40 plus years to the well-being and progress of football in 
South Australia. 


Football’s participation levels, which are at an all-time high 
in South Australia and nationally, continue to grow and | 
look forward with a lot of positiveness and enthusiasm to 
the challenges our team faces as we strive for the shared 
objectives of continuing and furthering the development, 
growth, advancement and well-being of our sport. This 
includes ensuring that in being effective advocates for the 
sport, we adopt a holistic and strategic approach in linking 
and aligning state and national government sport, recreation, 
health and social policy with initiatives at both community 
and elite levels to football programs and outcomes. 


Our refreshed Football Facilities Development Plan was 
presented to the State Government in March. The priority 

of the plan is to assist clubs achieve positive infrastructure 
outcomes promoting increased participant opportunities. The 
plan was well received by the Office for Recreation and Sport 
as well as the South Australian State Government and in 
July our State’s Treasurer announced a further $13.5 million 
commitment on the back of the 2016 announcement of $10 
million towards club based infrastructure. Former Treasurer 
Tom Koutsantonis has been a great advocate for our game 
and we sincerely thank him for his support. 


Football Federation SA presented a revised business case for 
the establishment of a State Centre for Football to the State

The multi pitch $26 million facility to be based at State 
Sports Park, Gepps Cross is an important infrastructure piece 
for Football’s continued growth and will create a participation 
hub for future generations. 


The annual Celebration of Football again proved itself to 
be our signature event on the state’s Football calendar. 
More than 800 guests from a wide cross section of our 
strong Football community came together to celebrate 
achievements of the past year. Three new members of the 
family were inducted to our esteemed Hall of Fame and we 
congratulate Lia Augimeri, Tony Henshaw and Kristy Moore 
on their induction. 


The Football Museum committee continued their great 
volunteer work in preserving and curating the history of 
Football in South Australia. The hard-working group generally 
go unnoticed, however their contribution to the game will be 
realised when a Football Museum is established. On behalf of 
the entire Football Family | thank Denis Harlow OAM and all 
members of this group for their contribution. 


Thank you to the Members on the Zone Council and 
Advisory Groups.

Another highlight for Football Federation SA has been 

the success of our Infrastructure Plan that has led to 

an investment of in excess of $33 million since 2015. 
Supporting club-based infrastructure has and will strengthen 
clubs and enable them to not only cater for their existing 
participation base but importantly expand their numbers. We 
have been fortunate to enjoy strong support from our State 
and Local Governments. Facilities at the Valo (Parks) Football 
Centre, Modbury Jets, Adelaide City, Seaford and Northern 
Demons have all been successfully managed by Football 
Federation SA while the Kilburn (West Adelaide), Birkalla and 
South Adelaide Panthers facilities are underway or nearing 
completion. We are deep in planning for future developments 
as part of stage 2 of our infrastructure plan at Mt Barker, 
Southern Football Facility, Cumberland, Metro Stars and the 
Seaton Primary School. It is expected that all projects will 

be completed by 2020 and we all look forward to seeing the 
positive impact in years to come. 


Significant steps were taken in 2017 following the 
completion of a revised business case into the establishment 
of a State Centre of Football at Gepps Cross. The new football 
centre will assist in meeting demand by providing world 
Class facilities that cater for all levels of the sport - from 
social games to elite level competition. The outdoor and 
indoor pitches will be capable of hosting local club games, 
FFSA State programs, FFA Cup matches and national and 
international level training. 


As well as providing this playing infrastructure, the new 
centre will consolidate football’s identity in South Australia, 
create a revenue stream that provides financial sustainability 
for the sport, and include a headquarters for Football 
Federation SA and other community football associations. 


Facilities for the new precinct will include a show pitch with 
lighting to 750 lux, two community pitches illuminated to 300 
lux, including a synthetic running track, three indoor futsal 
pitches and ten outdoor five-a-side pitches (plus room for 

an additional pitch in the future to accommodate growth). 
Each pitch is designed to be multi-purpose and accessible 
by other sports that play on surfaces with similar dimensions 
such as rugby and lacrosse.

Operationally our competitions performed well and 
continued to provide a solid environment for our players 

and clubs. Management of competitions is not an easy task. 
Implementing rules and regulations and maintaining positive 
relations is a huge challenge, however the team did this 
effectively and respectfully. 


Expansion in the senior men’s competition resulted in 

six new clubs entering the third division. Importantly this 
provided a consistent three tier, 12 team competition format 
with promotion and relegation and a mirrored finals series. 


The Women’s National Premier League continued to grow in 
stature and clubs embraced the double header format at Adelaide

hosted double headers with their WNPL sides and this was 
effective in showcasing the women’s game to a new audience. 


Football Federation SA expanded its presence across digital 
platforms progressively and established a great partnership 
with Triple M. The partnership resulted in the launch of the 
Triple M video podcast called “The Real Football Show”. 


The Real Football Show, hosted by Triple M’s Chris Dittmar, 
had a total viewership of more than 200,000 via Facebook 
across 30 episodes in 2017, with an average of 7,106 views 
per week (70% increase from 2016).

the local game throughout the state. We are committed to 
continually improving our communication channels to ensure 
the coverage of the local game remains relevant, focused 
and interactive. 


The recruitment, retention and continued education of 
Referees has been a major focus of our organisation during 
this period and will remain as we strive to improve numbers 
and standards of in South Australia. Over the past three 
seasons Football Federation SA has been represented in the 
Hyundai A-League by eight Referees.

to the A-League Grand Final. In addition, five of our female 
Referees were appointed to Westfield W-League matches, 
with one participating in the Westfield W-League Grand Final. 


Late in 2017 a review commenced into the retention of 
Referees in South Australia with the aim to create a plan to 
“Keep Referees in the Game”. This important piece of work is 
a priority for the game in South Australia to ensure we have 
sufficient numbers to officiate our games as participation 
continues to expand. The entire football family has a role to 
play in supporting and respecting our referees. 


Many young players (boys and girls) progressed from our 
pathway programs into A-League and W-League Clubs with a 
number representing Australia internationally. The Technical 
Report featured later in the Annual Report will go into more 
detail and specific individuals going to higher honours. 


The Football Family experienced a welcome increase in the 
number of coaches gaining official accreditation and in doing 
so improved our environment for young players to develop. A 
large number gained advanced coach accreditation, while the 
numbers through our community coach educations programs 
were significant. Clubs and associations have embraced the 
need to educate leaders of our game and we will continue to 
offer our services.

THE 2017 SEASON WELCOMED MODBURY VISTA AND UNISA FC INTO STATE LEAGUE 2 BRINGING THE 
TOTAL NUMBER OF CLUBS COMPETING IN THE SENIOR MEN’S COMPETITIONS TO THIRTY-SIX. THIS 
ENABLED THE COMPETITIONS TO BE STRUCTURED INTO THREE DIVISIONS, EACH WITH 12 TEAMS. 


IT WAS A WELL-BALANCED SEASON WITH THE EXPECTED HIGHS AND LOWS OF A SEASON BEING EXPERIENCED 
ACROSS ALL COMPETITIONS. THERE WERE MANY EXCITING MATCHES WITNESSED THROUGHOUT THE SEASON, 
CULMINATING IN MORE THAN 4,000 SPECTATORS ATTENDING THE GRAND FINAL DAY. 
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PLAYSTATION 4 NATIONAL PREMIER LEAGUE AND STATE 
LEAGUE 1 AND 2 COMPETITIONS 


The thirty-six Senior Men’s Clubs competed across three 
divisions, with twelve teams competing in each of the 
divisions, the PlayStation 4 National Premier League (NPL), 
State League 1 and State League 2 Competitions. In total 22 
rounds of home and away fixtures were played. 


At the end of the home and away season, Adelaide City were 
crowned League Premiers and as a result won the right to 
represent South Australia in the PlayStation 4 NPL Finals Series. 


Following a hotly contested final series, Adelaide City and 
Croydon Kings won through to the Grand Final. Croydon Kings 
hitting top form at the right time of the season, coming from 
fourth position to secure their Grand Final birth. 


After a cagey first half of the Grand Final, Croydon took the 
lead through a 64th minute stunner from Paul Radice. Midway 
through the second half, things started to heat up after 
Anthony Costa was brought down inside the box by Croydon 
keeper Nick Munro resulting in a yellow card. Nicholas Bucco 
stepped up to the spot with his initial strike saved by Munro 
only to be ordered to be retaken, with a second yellow card 
shown to the Croydon shot-stopper for encroaching. 


Bucco made no mistake on his second attempt, slotting the 
ball into the bottom corner however, it didn’t take long for 
Croydon to take back the ascendancy as Shaun McGreevy 
converted in open play to cap off a sensational individual 
finals series campaign. The final whistle produced jubilant 
scenes on and off the field, with Croydon Kings being 
crowned League Champions.

In State League One, South Adelaide were crowned League

WESTFIELD FFA CUP (WFFA CUP) 


2017 saw the continuation of the Westfield FFA (WFFA) 
Cup that included each Member Federation conducting the 
preliminary rounds of the competition. 


The competition commenced in February and culminated 
in June in a hotly contested final between MetroStars and 
Adelaide City. MetroStars were crowned Champions after 
defeating Adelaide City 2-0 at Coopers Stadium.

WOMEN’S NATIONAL PREMIER LEAGUE AND STATE LEAGUE 


The PlayStation 4 Women’s National Premier League capped 
off a magnificent home and away season with a dramatic 
final round. Heading into the final game of the season, the 
top four teams were decided by 1 point with West Adelaide 
being crowned League Premiers at Adelaide Shores thanks 
to a late penalty at The Parks Football Centre to Metro United 
WFC against Adelaide City, resulting in Adelaide City being 
pushed down into third spot. 


Metro United WFC impressed the competition with a 
phenomenal 13 game unbeaten run between Rounds 4-16. The 
2017 PlayStation 4 Women’s National Premier League grew 

to new heights with the inception of double headers with the 
PlayStation 4 Men’s National Premier League. A total of three 
double headers were played, with all three being live-streamed 


as well. Crowd attendances and exposure of the PlayStation 4 
Women’s National Premier League continued to grow in 2017, 
with ‘Friday Night Football’ belonging to the women. 


The final series of the PlayStation 4 Women’s National Premier 
League epitomised the emotion and passion of football. Metro 
United WFC and West Adelaide played off for a birth in the 
Grand Final, with the game going into extra-time after a see- 
sawing 90 minutes that saw the teams locked at three all. A 
last gasp winner saw West Adelaide win through to the Grand 
Final. Metro United WFC were unable to recover from this loss 
and were then defeated in the Preliminary Final by Adelaide 
City, thanks to a double by Matilda player Alex Chidiac. 


Adelaide City, who had already won the Premier and State 
Cup, were seeking to complete the double when they took on 
West Adelaide in the Grand Final. In the first ever PlayStation 
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4 Women’s National Premier League Grand Final 
to be played at Coopers Stadium, Adelaide City 
dominated the game with Alex Chidiac again 
showing her class, easily defeating West Adelaide 
by four goals to nil and being crowned League 
Champions and completing the double. Adelaide 
City won all bar one top flight silverware in season 
2017 with Adelaide University being crowned 
Reserves Cup Winners. 


The 2017 Women’s State League was comprised 

of six teams, with the league providing clubs with 

an opportunity to be promoted to the PlayStation 4 
Women’s National Premier League. It was a battle at 
the top of the table between Adelaide Comets and 
FFSA NTC Girls. The NTC girls were the stars of the 
league, finishing the season with 19 wins and 1 loss, 
only falling to a close 1-0 defeat to league runners up 
Adelaide Comets. FFSA NTC Girls gained promotion 
into the 2018 Women’s National Premier League. 


In finishing runners-up in the Women’s State 
League, Adelaide Comets had the opportunity to 
play-off against 7th placed Cumberland United 
from the PlayStation 4 Women’s National Premier 
League to determine who would take their position 
in the PlayStation 4 Women’s National Premier 
League in 2018. In a closely contested home and 
away series, Cumberland United came out on top, 
securing their place in the top flight for 2018. 


COMMUNITY AND JUNIOR LEAGUE 


The Junior Girls season saw 56 teams compete across 

seven leagues, from Under 13’s to Under 17’s. These junior 
competitions provide a vital development pathway for players 
as they strive to reach their potential at all levels of the game. 


Girls only ALDI MiniRoos leagues continue to grow in South 
Australia. In 2017, a total of 27 Girls only teams participated. 
Clubs are now actively promoting and conducting these 
teams, providing more and more opportunities for younger 
players to become involved in football. 


The Community Women’s Leagues continue to grow and 
develop year by year. In 2017, 50 teams competed across 

six divisions. These leagues play a pivotal role in developing 
and retaining women in football across all ages and abilities. 
A stand out highlight from the 2017 season was the 
accomplishment of Elizabeth Grove in Division 4 who finished 
the season undefeated, including winning the cup competition.

COMPETITION REPORT

JUNIOR COMPETITIONS 


The 2017 Junior Season commenced in mid-March and 
concluded the last weekend of September. 


2017 witnessed clubs being more proactive in creating a 
greater connection between their seniors and juniors. Of 
particular note was the number of MiniRoos Games played 
to coincide with their senior teams with a number of clubs 
also playing their Under 16 Team prior to their Under 18’s. 
As well as this, many clubs conducted junior fixtures on 
Friday evenings. 


Football Federation SA (FFSA) encourages clubs to continue 
to be proactive in creating a greater connection between 
the juniors and seniors within their club with the aim of 
attracting more people to attend their senior games and to 
provide positive role models to their junior players. 


JUNIOR PREMIER AND JUNIOR STATE LEAGUES 


The Junior Premier and Junior State Leagues were comprised of 
a total of 31 Leagues from Under 12’s through to Under 17’s. 


A total of 175 teams competed in the Junior Premier League 
(JPL) in 2017, an increase of 14 teams from 2016. This was 
mainly due to the addition of Modbury Vista, Uni SA and 
Adelaide University into State League 2, which therefore 
provided the opportunity for their respective junior teams 

to compete in the JPL for the first time. The JPL was again 
extremely competitive and the breeding ground for players to 
transition into FFSA Development Teams, Senior Club Football 
and Adelaide United Youth Teams. 


The Junior State League (JSL) is comprised of teams from 
clubs that do not have affiliated senior teams and clubs that 
field additional teams in the same age group of their JPL 
Teams. A total of 96 teams competed in the JSL competitions. 
The JSL provides an important avenue for players to continue 
to play the sport that they love at a level that is appropriate to 
their development. 


ALDI MINIROOS 


ALDI MiniRoos Club Football is, for most, the entry point 

for players to commence their footballing journey. A record 
number of ALDI MiniRoos teams lined up for small sided 
football over a 20-week season. ALDI MiniRoos Club Football 
this year comprised of 326 teams (an increase of 8), split 
across 30 leagues from Under 6’s through to Under 11’s. 


Several new clubs participated in Aldi MiniRoos Competitions 
for the first time including;

Football continues to grow in popularity, as such it is vitally 
important that clubs continue to develop their ALDI MiniRoos 
programs to ensure that the participants first experience 
in football is a positive one. FFSA’s and the clubs’ role is to 
ensure that football remains the sport of choice and that 
children become lifelong participants. 


JUNIOR CUP COMPETITIONS 


The Junior Cup Finals were held on Sunday 17 September 
2017 at The Parks Football Centre. It was a massive day of 
football with over 2,000 spectators in attendance across 
the day. Some fantastic football was played, with goals and 
excitement a plenty. 


Of note WT Birkalla handed Adelaide City Under 12’s their first 
and only loss of the season, defeating them 2-1. The Under 
13 Cup Final was a classic match in which Adelaide City came 
from 5 nil down against MetroStars and remarkably got back 
to 5-4 before running out of time to equalise. 


MetroStars also went on to claim the Under 14 Cup defeating 
Raiders 2-1. Adelaide City were impressively represented in 
three cup finals across the day and were successful in the 
Under 15 final, beating Croydon Kings in extra time. West 
Adelaide ran out comfortable winners against Pirates in the 
Under 16’s by 4 goals to 0 and in the Under 17’s Cumberland 
United JSL lost 2-1 to Raiders. 


FUTSAL 


2017 Country Futsal Championships — Jamestown 
Jamestown hosted the 2017 Country Futsal Championships 
to mark its 10th anniversary as an Association. Over 100 
players made up the 12 teams that competed across the 
weekend on Sunday 9 July. 


32 matches were played between teams representing areas 
far and wide including Jamestown, Port Pirie, Port Augusta, 
Adelaide Hills and the Yorke Peninsula. 


FFSA acknowledges the hard work of the volunteers and 
parents in hosting a wonderful weekend from organising 
teams, to registrations and travel requirements. 


The Country Championship doubles as a pre-cursor to State 
Futsal Team Selection with identified players invited to 
Adelaide to participate in trials later in the year. 


Tony D’Arrigo from Roxby Downs Futsal recognises what the 
championships meant to all participants, “It means a lot to us 
in the country areas to get opportunities like everyone else- 
thank you for a great weekend.” 


Craig Foster International Futsal Cup 2018 

FFSA will participate at the Craig Foster International Futsal 
Cup in the Gold Coast from 18th — 21st January 2018. This 
will be the first time that FFSA have participated in the Cup, 
sending a total of eleven State Futsal teams from Under 11’s 
through to Under 16’s with over 140 players and officials 
making the trip to the Gold Coast. 


The identification process commenced in July 2017 following 
the State Country Championships in Jamestown with trials 
also being held in metropolitan areas ensuring participation 
options were provided to players across South Australia. 


The Cup will see teams from Australia, New Zealand and the 
Pacific Islands battle it out for their chance to compete in the 
World Futsal Championships in Orlando, Florida, USA at the 
world-famous ESPN Sports Centre in Disneyland. 


REFEREE 


DANIEL GOODWIN 


SEASON 2017 BROUGHT SOME GREAT PERSONAL ACHIEVEMENTS FOR SOUTH AUSTRALIAN MATCH 
OFFICIALS LOCALLY, NATIONALLY AND INTERNATIONALLY. THE ACHIEVEMENT OF REFEREES IN SOUTH 
AUSTRALIA IS INDICATIVE OF OUR STATE’S ABILITY TO PRODUCE TOP-CLASS MATCH OFFICIALS. 


Football Federation SA (FFSA) saw a 15% increase in match 
official numbers across the state, with 317 registered match 
officials. Although an increase was experienced there are 
still challenges for the sport, in particular appointing referees 
to cover all fixtures. In order to assist in the recruitment of 
referees and coverage of fixtures, FFSA continued the Club 
Referee Program set up in 2015 which consists of a 2-hour 
education session for volunteers at club level. The program 
enables the club to then provide a qualified club based 
official when a FFSA match official is unable to be appointed. 
The support of club officials in undertaking this role is greatly 
appreciated and is vital to the ongoing servicing of the sport. 


FFSA match officials continued to service many of the 
affiliated association competitions in 2017. In addition 

to FFSA administered competitions, match officials were 
appointed to the Collegiate Soccer League, SA Masters 
League, School Sports SA, African Nations Cup, Port Lincoln 
Soccer Association, Limestone Coast Soccer Association, 
Yorke Peninsula Soccer Association and Riverland Soccer 
Association. FFSA thanks those affiliated competitions for 
their support of refereeing and their keen interest in ensuring 
its continued growth. 


National Referee Training Programs continued to be delivered 
across the state, including metropolitan Adelaide, Adelaide 
Hills, Port Pirie, Port Lincoln, Yorke Peninsula, Riverland and 
Mount Gambier. A total of 130 Referees participated in a 
Level 4 Referee Course across the state, while 55 existing 
match officials upgraded their accreditation, furthering their 
own knowledge and education. 20 officials participated in 
the Level 3 Assessor Course across various regions adding 
to the pool of Referee Coaches to teach the next generation 
of Match Officials. 28 people participated in the Futsal Laws 
of the Game Course increasing the number of Referees 
available for Social Futsal Leagues around the state. This 
increased knowledge and support allows all Match Officials 
to further their skills and continue to develop, providing 

the sport with improved officiating standards across all 
competitions, overall 233 people enrolled in referee related 
courses in 2017 increasing from 172 in 2016. 
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In addition to recruiting Referees, FFSA is committed to the 
retention of Referees. To assist in this area, FFSA undertook 
research into the reasons why Referees decide to leave the 
sport. Although in 2017 FFSA led the nation in the retention 
of Referees, being 75%, due to our relatively low numbers, 
the loss of any Referees can have an impact on the ability to 
cover games. The Referees Department conducted a survey 
of non-returning Referees from the last five years to identify 
the main causes of why they did not re-register. The outcome 
of the survey is being utilized to develop key strategies to 
keep Referees in the game. 


APPOINTMENTS AND SELECTION 


A number of FFSA Match Officials were selected to represent 
SA at the State, National and International level in 2017. 


FFA NATIONAL YOUTH CHAMPIONSHIPS (BOYS) - 
COFFS HARBOUR 


FFSA had three referees selected by Football Federation 
Australia (FFA) to attend the National Youth Championships in 
Coffs Harbour, Nick Elagin (U14’s), Michael Bergeliere (U13) 
and Henry Day (U13). Craig Zetter was appointed as lead 
Instructor and Daniel Goodwin was appointed as an instructor 
by FFA. All referees performed well throughout the week with 
Michael finishing as Referee of the Championships for the 
Under 13’s. 


FFA NATIONAL YOUTH CHAMPIONSHIPS (GIRLS) — 
COFFS HARBOUR 


FFSA had three referees selected by FFA to attend the 
National Youth Championships (Girls) in Coffs Harbour, 
Paula Orlandi (U15), Susan Roberts (U13) and Jackie Park 
(U13). All referees performed well with Paula being awarded 
Referee of the Championships for the Under 15’s. Michelle 
Smith was appointed as an Instructor by FFA for the second 
consecutive year.

REGIONAL 


Regional Camps 

Over 70 regional footballers comprised of 47 boys and 27 
girls, descended on the West Beach accommodation and 
football facility to enjoy a school holidays activity like no 
other. The participants traveled to Adelaide from locations 
as wide spread as Port Lincoln, Mount Gambier and 
Broken Hill. The group were put through their paces with 
world class coaching and had the opportunity to complete 
a Grassroots Coaching Certificate. 


A second regional camp was also conducted as part of 
the selection process for an Under 15 Boys and Under 15 
Girls team to represent South Australia in an international 
tournament in Fiji. The camp was successful and well 
received with 54 players in attendance. 
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Ultimate Fiji Cup 

The regional squads selected during the regional camps went 
on to represent South Australia in the Ultimate Fiji Cup. The 
tournament itself can be very challenging from a football 
perspective, the added bonus is that these players also gain 
unforgettable life skills in going overseas and experiencing 
another culture. 


Country Championships — Strathalbyn 

The Country Championships in Strathalbyn took place in 
September with a record number of participants. With the 
absence of Roxby Downs and Port Augusta, a composite team 
called Northern Areas United was formed with players from 
Ceduna also being included. The boys performed well and 
finished up on a high, beating Broken Hill 4-2. The joy on 
their faces was one of the highlights of the tournament and 
could lead to an allegiance between Port Augusta, Ceduna, 
Coober Pedy and Roxby Downs participating under one 
banner. Overall 64 teams took part in the Championships, 
which was made up of over 750 players participating across 
the two day tournament. 
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Tatiara Colour Run 

Football Federation SA (FFSA) were invited to a fundraiser 
in Tatiara to support mental health in schools. The event 
raised funds for KidsMatter, who provide the methods, tools 
and support to help schools work with parents and carers, 
health services and the wider community, to nurture happy, 
balanced adolescents. FFSA completed the colour run while 
dribbling a soccer ball at their feet. 


PARTICIPATION 


Noarlunga and Districts host ALDI MiniRoos Carnival 
More than 1200 children from 38 different schools 
descended on Reynella East College on Saturday 16 
September for the Noarlunga and Districts Junior Soccer 
Association’s small sided carnival. NAB donated to the event 
which hosted teams from Brighton to Port Elliot to take part 
in what was the association’s second carnival of the year. 
NAB also generously handed out drink bottles and blow up 
inflatables to the participants. 


Riverland Regional Roadshow 

FFSA’s Game Development Team visited the Riverland region 
of South Australia visiting local schools and Football Clubs, 
introducing them to the World game and teaching them new 
skills. This was undertaken in the build-up to the Regional 
Match involving PlayStation 4 National Premier League sides 
Adelaide United Youth and West Adelaide. 


St. Joseph’s School, Renmark West School, Renmark North 
School, Our Lady of the River School and Riverland Special 
School all had a taste of an Aldi MiniRoos session with over 
400 children experiencing a new sport. 


There were an additional 140 footballers from the region who 
attended the Riverland Soccer Association’s Club Gala Night 
at Berri Oval with Skill Training and Aldi MiniRoos sessions 
again on offer. 


All children went home with a ticket for the weekend’s 
PlayStation 4 National Premier League fixture between 
Adelaide United Youth and West Adelaide, to be played at 
Berri Oval and a poster featuring stars of the Men’s and 
Women’s PlayStation 4 National Premier League competition. 
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COACH EDUCATION 


2017 was a very successful year for coach education. With the 
introduction of a new position of Coach Education Manager, 
the number of qualified coaches increased significantly. 


The grassroots coaching community grew by a whopping 
51% from last year, bringing the total of newly trained 
coaches to coach ALDI MiniRoos to 127. 


FFSA also started the Club Coaching workshops in 2017 
where coaches have the opportunity to continue to develop 
their coaching skills throughout the year. 


The number of Coaching Courses in Regional Areas also 
increased. FFSA conducted the first ever C-Licence in a 
Regional Area, held in Mount Gambier with 10 Coaches 
participating in the course. 


MULTICULTURAL 


FFSA’s Office for Recreation and Sport funded multicultural 
program continued to grow and achieve success in 2017. 
Multicultural football programs and events have been 
successful in establishing partnerships with schools, local 
government, settlement and social service agencies and 
football clubs. The programs and partnerships engage youth 
from new arrival and Culturally and Linguistically Diverse 
(CALD) backgrounds through football. FFSA’s multicultural 
programs in 2017 have seen over 300 participants in regular 
programs and over 1500 participants in come and try clinics, 
events and carnivals. 


COMMUNITY PROGRAMS 


FFSA continued community programs in partnership with the 
Roger Rasheed Sports Foundation, City of Marion and City 
of Playford. The Rajah Reserve and Secombe Street Reserve 
programs are delivered to school aged children and offer 

an opportunity for both new arrivals and children facing 
socio-economic challenges to access introductory football 
programs at no cost. These have been successful, attracting 
more than 200 participants over the year through regular 
term programs and school holiday events. FFSA has also 
worked with Sturt Lions Football Club and Elizabeth Grove 
Soccer Club to establish pathways for talented players. 


SCHOOL PROGRAMS 


Several school programs have been delivered, targeting 
schools with a high percentage of students from new arrival 
and CALD backgrounds. These include the Thebarton Senior 
College Women’s Program, Westport Primary School ALDI 
MiniRoos Kick-off, Adelaide Secondary School of English 
Girls Program and Wiltja Secondary College Futsal Program. 
The Adelaide Secondary School of English program has been 
particularly successful, developing a strong partnership 

with West Adelaide Soccer Club and building a pathway for 
program participants. 
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EVENTS AND CARNIVALS 


FFSA has delivered and been an integral part of many 
multicultural football events and carnivals throughout 

the year. These include Harmony Day and refugee week 
carnivals, celebrating diversity and harmony through the 
common love of football. Also included are several come and 
try activities, futsal carnivals and the Multicultural Futsal 
Cup. One of the highlights was the 2017 African Nations Cup, 
which saw the coming together of South Australia’s African 
Community to compete for the annual tournament. This 
year’s tournament also included a women’s exhibition match 
and coaching workshops for participating communities. 
FFSA will continue to work with multicultural communities 
and service providers to deliver events that showcase the 
power of football to bring people together regardless of their 
social or cultural background. 


FUTSAL 


Futsal continues to grow, and meaningful pathways have 
been established in both regional and metropolitan areas. 
Eleven State Teams will represent FFSA at the Craig Foster 
International Cup on the Gold Coast in early 2018. 


MURRAY BRIDGE 


FFSA Coaching and Development Team spent two full days at 
Unity College, Murray Bridge running futsal clinics with the 
juniors. FFSA engaged with 150 children over the two days. 
The objective of the visits was to promote a Futsal Carnival 
which was held in Murray Bridge. 


STARPLEX GAWLER 


FFSA teamed up with STARplex Courts to increase 
participation in Futsal and add to their already established 
program. FFSA will provide valuable futsal coach education, 
along with nationally accredited referee training which will 
enhance competitions at this exceptional venue. 


The relationship aims to encourage new players to come 
and have fun at a community level and to identify existing 
talent in the region. Opportunities will be provided for them 
to progress into existing player pathways and hopefully go 
on and represent the state at domestic and international 
tournaments. 


ALDI MINIROOS 


2017 has been a fantastic year for the ALDI MiniRoos with 
significant participation happening across the state. Clubs 
that have focused on growth and development have been 
rewarded with additional ALDI MiniRoos teams this year. This 
will benefit clubs in the future with more participants coming 


through and hopefully going on to represent at senior level. 


Not only is the ALDI MiniRoos growing in Adelaide but also 

in regional areas across South Australia. It is extremely 
pleasing to see that football is becoming more accessible in 
these areas with a willingness to embrace the ALDI MiniRoos 
Kick-Off Programs to drive participation, to reach their goal 
in establishing and developing club football in their area. 

All regional associations had an increase in participation 
numbers for 2017. 


South Australia had the privilege of hosting a World Cup 
Qualifier between the Socceroos and Saudi Arabia in June. 
This game provided ALDI MiniRoos Teams from Adelaide 
Comets and the Roger Rasheed Sports Foundation with a 
once in a lifetime opportunity. These lucky participants got the 
chance to play small-sided games on Adelaide Oval in front 

of 30,000 fans during the half-time interval. For these young 
players, it was certainly a moment they will never forget. 
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TECHNICAL 


AIRTON ANDRIOLI 


FOOTBALL FEDERATION SA (FFSA) FOOTBALL PATHWAY PROGRAMS CONTINUE TO CREATE 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR PLAYERS AND COACHES TO DEVELOP. THE 2017 SEASON WAS MARKED BY 
AN INCREASED NUMBER OF PLAYERS AND COACHES IN OUR PATHWAYS, DEMONSTRATING OUR 
COMMITMENT TO PROVIDING AS MANY PLAYERS AND COACHES WITH AN ENVIRONMENT THAT 
STIMULATES LEARNING AND DEVELOPMENT OPPORTUNITIES. 


The Pathway Programs provide leadership and guidance in 
youth player development. All players in the boys’ and girls’ 
programs responded positively to the FFSA philosophy and 
the standard of football displayed continues to improve and 
is demonstrated through team performance and individual 
player and coach development. 


Over the course of the year, programs focused on providing 
players with a healthy and supportive learning environment, 
where age appropriate coaching methods were used for 
the different age groups. One of the priorities in 2017 

was to provide our State Development Coaches with more 
opportunities to improve their coaching skills and reinforce 
the FFSA philosophy and teaching method. 


Workshops were conducted throughout the year to expand 
the knowledge and refine the coaching skills, which is 
essential to making the training and game environment more 
effective and enjoyable for everyone. 


Coaches were provided with updated sessions — particularly 
on practice design — adding more options, new ideas and 
extra resources to make the program more effective. We 
have seen tremendous improvement in our coaches’ ability 
to deliver training sessions, which has led to improved skills 
for a larger number of players. For the first time, because of 
this development, the FFSA was able to take two squads to 
the 2017 National Youth Championships in the Under 14’s 
age group. 


Based on this consistent growth, in 2018 we will see four 
boys’ squads representing South Australia at the National 
Youth Championships; two in the Under 13’s and two in the 
Under 14’s age groups. 


FFSA Pathway Programs provide an exemplary service to 
football in South Australia and one we should all celebrate 
and take pride in. Congratulations to everyone who has been 
involved in the programs. 
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STATE IDENTIFICATION PROGRAM 


The State Identification Program continues to evolve, offering 
young players in South Australia a great opportunity to 
develop and learn in an environment that focuses on the 
long-term development of players. 


The 2017 State Identification Carnival was of a high standard, 
one of the finest we have seen and a wonderful representation 
on the improvement made across all age groups. Over 300 
boys and girls’ from the metropolitan region and around 110 
players from regional areas participated in the program. 


The number of coaches involved was also very high, with 
more than 40 coaches receiving the opportunity to improve 
their skills. 


The progression has been encouraging and we look forward 
to continual improvement in 2018 and identifying more 
players and coaches. 


SKILLS ACQUISITION PROGRAM (SAP) 


FFSA is committed to increasing the pool of players and 
coaches exposed to a learning environment and the Skill 
Acquisition Program (SAP) is a good example of this, with 
numbers continuing to grow as the program becomes more 
popular amongst the younger age groups. 


The boys program has been very strong with over 210 
participants spread across four zones. The girls program is 
also growing with over 90 girls divided into three zones with 
the number of sessions increasing from 25 in 2016, to 40 in 
2017. We expect these numbers to improve again in 2018. 


2017 Tasmania National SAP Festival 

South Australia took five Under 12 squads comprising of 65 
players to participate in the annual tournament. In 2018 this 
number will increase to approximately 95 players divided into 
8 teams in the Under 12’s and Under13’s age groups. 


STATE DEVELOPMENT SQUADS 


National Training Centre (NTC) - Girls 

2017 has been a very successful year for the National 
Training Centre (NTC) Program. The squad participated in two 
leagues, Under 14 JPLB (boys) and Women’s State League, 
playing over 41 league games and a number of trial games 
throughout the year. 


Participation in different competitions and games is great 
for player development and provides countless learning 
opportunities. The squad’s performance during the NTC 
Challenge was very positive. The team played 6 games, 
finished top in their group, placed equal second overall in 
the tournament.

COACH EDUCATION 


In 2017 FFSA conducted many coaching courses and club 
workshops, through the advanced and community pathways 
providing South Australian Coaches with the opportunities to 
improve their football knowledge and coaching abilities. 


Three C-Licence Courses were conducted in the metropolitan 
area; two for club coaches and one for the PFA, which 
consisted mainly of Hyundai A-League players. 


FFSA also conducted a C-Licence in Mount Gambier, 
providing ten regional coaches from different clubs the 
opportunity to develop their coaching skills by going through 
the Advanced Coaching Licence Pathway. 


The B-Licence was completed in July, with sixteen coaches 
taking part in the course. FFSA have also conducted more than 
20 coaching certificate Courses at Community Level in 2017 
throughout the state, with more than 500 Coaches attending. 


WOMEN’S C-LICENCE 


FFSA will conduct the very first C-Licence Course for women 
in February 2018. The participation by women in football is 
growing and FFSA is targeting more opportunities for females 
to learn and upskill their coaching abilities.

2017 AFRICAN NATIONS CUP HIGHLIGHTED THE GROWTH AND THE POPULARITY OF THE EVENT, WITH 
OVER 2000 SPECTATORS ATTENDING THE GRAND FINAL. THE EVENT IS NOT ONLY A SIGNIFICANT DATE 
ON THE AFRICAN COMMUNITIES CALENDAR, BUT IT IS HAS BECOME ONE OF THE BIGGEST EVENTS ON 


THE FOOTBALL CALENDAR. 


Football Federation SA (FFSA) has been conducting the 
African Nations Cup since 2013 and year on year it has 
grown, not only in terms of the number of participants 

but also in terms of the number of additional programs 
conducted by FFSA and the number of people that attend the 
event. Each year the event is reviewed, both internally and 
externally. The review is utilized to determine the success of 
the event and its ongoing application. 


Planning for the 2017 event commenced following the 
2016 event, with a review being conducted through 
stakeholder feedback. The review of the 2016 event 


highlighted the following areas to be addressed in 
preparation for the 2017 tournament; 


1. Ongoing involvement of girls and women in the event; 
The timing of player registrations and the need to 
adhere to time-lines; 

3. Recognition of other individual performances — 
Goalkeeper of the Tournament; 

4. Centralising all games at one venue and over one 
weekend to maximize attendance at the event; 

5. Identifying opportunities to provide access to 
educational programs and participation programs. 


A key to the success of this event is ensuring that 
stakeholders are engaged and where possible, the 
implementation of feedback gained from stakeholders. To 
assist with stakeholder engagement, a liaison officer is 
appointed to provide a conduit between the communities and 
FFSA. In addition, participants and community leaders are 
encouraged to provide feedback direct to FFSA during and 
following the event. 


From the feedback received from the 2016 African Nations 
Cup, the following recommendations were implemented 


for 2017; 


1. The event was conducted at the Parks Football Centre 
over the October long weekend, ensuring that the event 
was conducted at one venue across one weekend. 

2. Coaching sessions and a women’s game were 
conducted in the lead up to and at the event. 

3. Value adding to the tournament. 


An event program was produced identifying the 
players, team officials and match officials that 
were competing in the tournament; 

African Community Council identified and 
secured small sponsors; revenue was reinvested 
back into the African Community Council 

to provide support services to the African 
Communities; 

Individual performance awards were presented — 
Goalkeeper of the Year 

African music was played throughout the final 
day of events; 

RAA continued its activation with a specific focus 
on young people. 
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The 2017 African Nations Cup was conducted from 30 
September to 2 October 2017 at the Parks Football Centre 
with a total of sixteen teams participating in the event. A total 
of 450 players and team officials participated.

Champions, defeating DR Congo 3 — 0 in front of the 2,000 
plus crowd on Monday 2 October. DR Congo had caused 

the upset of the tournament in the semi-finals by defeating 
tournament favourites Burundi, while Liberia overcame 2015 
champions, Sierra Leone, to reach the final. DR Congo was 
gallant in defeat, but it became apparent that their win over 
Burundi in the semi-final had taken its toll.

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NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS FOR THE 
YEAR ENDED 31 DECEMBER 2017 
NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of Preparation 

The financial statements are special purpose financial statements prepared in order to satisfy 
the financial reporting requirements of the South Australian Associations Incorporation Act 
1985. The committee has determined that the association is not a reporting entity. 


The financial statements, except for the cash flow information, have been prepared on an accruals 
basis and are based on historical costs, modified, where applicable, by the measurement at 

fair value of selected non-current assets, financial assets and financial liabilities. The amounts 
presented in the financial statements have been rounded to the nearest dollar. The following 
significant accounting policies, which are consistent with the previous period unless stated 
otherwise, have been adopted in the preparation of these financial statements. 


Accounting Policies 


(a) Income Tax 
The Association is not subject to income tax and therefore no income tax expense or income tax 
payable is shown in the financial statements. 


(b) Property, Plant and Equipment 


Plant and equipment 

Plant and equipment are measured on the cost basis and are therefore carried at cost less 
accumulated depreciation and any accumulated impairment losses. In the event the carrying 
amount of plant and equipment is greater than its estimated recoverable amount, the carrying 
amount is written down immediately to its estimated recoverable amount and impairment 
losses recognised in surplus or deficit. A formal assessment of recoverable amount is made 
when impairment indicators are present (refer to Note 1(e) for details of impairment). 


Depreciation 

The depreciable amount of all fixed assets, including buildings and capitalised lease assets, is 
depreciated on a diminishing value basis over the asset’s useful life commencing from the time 
the asset is held ready for use. 


Leasehold improvements are depreciated over the shorter of either the unexpired period of the 
lease or the estimated useful lives of the improvements. 


The depreciation rates used for each class of depreciable asset are: 


Leasehold Improvements 5.0% 
Motor Vehicles 17.5% 
Plant & Equipment 7.5% - 50% 


The assets’ residual values and useful lives are reviewed and adjusted, if appropriate, at the 
end of each reporting period. 


Gains and losses on disposals are determined by comparing net proceeds with the carrying 
amount. These gains and losses are recognised in surplus or deficit in the period in which 
they occur. 


(c) Leases 

Leases of fixed assets, where substantially all the risks and benefits incidental to the ownership 
of the asset (but not the legal ownership) are transferred to the association, are classified as 
finance leases. 


Finance leases are capitalised by recognising an asset and a liability at the lower of the 
amount equal to the fair value of the leased property or the present value of the minimum lease 
payments, including any guaranteed residual values. Lease payments are allocated between the 
reduction of the lease liability and the lease interest expense for the period. 


Leased assets are depreciated on a diminishing value basis over their estimated useful lives 
where it is likely that the Association will obtain ownership of the asset or ownership over the 
term of the lease. 


Lease payments for operating leases, where substantially all the risks and benefits remain with 
the lessor, are recognised as expenses on a straight-line basis over the lease term. 


Lease Incentives under operating leases are recognised as a liability and amortised on a 
straight-line basis over the life of the lease term. 


(d) Financial Instruments 


Initial recognition and measurement 

Financial assets and financial liabilities are recognised when the entity becomes a party to the 
contractual provisions to the instrument. For financial assets, this is equivalent to the date that the 
Association commits itself to either purchase or sell the asset (i.e. trade date accounting is adopted). 


Financial instruments are initially measured at fair value plus transaction costs. 


Classification and subsequent measurement 
Financial instruments are subsequently measured at either fair value, amortised cost using the 
effective interest rate method or cost. 


Amortised cost is calculated as the amount at which the financial asset or financial liability is 
measured at initial recognition less principal repayments and any reduction for impairment, and 
adjusted for any cumulative amortisation of the difference between that initial amount and the 
maturity amount calculated using the effective interest method. 


The effective interest method is used to allocate interest income or interest expense over 
the relevant period and is equivalent to the rate that exactly discounts estimated future cash 
payments or receipts (including fees, transaction costs and other premiums or discounts) 


through the expected life (or when this cannot be reliably predicted, the contractual term) of 
the financial instrument to the net carrying amount of the financial asset or financial liability. 
Revisions to expected future net cash flows will necessitate an adjustment to the carrying 
amount with a consequential recognition of an income or expense item in profit or loss. 


(i) Loans and Receivables 


Loans and receivables are non-derivative financial assets with fixed or determinable 
payments that are not quoted in an active market and are subsequently measured 
at amortised cost. Gains or losses are recognised in surplus or deficit through the 
amortisation process and when the financial asset is derecognised. 


(ii) Held-to-maturity investments 


Held-to-maturity investments are non-derivative financial assets that have fixed 
maturities and fixed or determinable payments, and it is the association’s intention to 
hold these investments to maturity. They are subsequently measured at amortised cost. 
Gains or losses are recognised in surplus or deficit through the amortisation process 
and when the financial asset is derecognised. 


(iii) Financial Liabilities 
Non-derivative financial liabilities are subsequently measured at amortised cost. Gains 


or losses are recognised in surplus or deficit through the amortisation process and 
when the financial liability is derecognised. 


Impairment 

A financial asset (or a group of financial assets) is deemed to be impaired if, and only if, there 
is objective evidence of impairment as a result of one or more events (a “loss event”) having 
occurred, which has an impact on the estimated future cash flows of the financial asset(s). 
Impairment losses are recognised in surplus or deficit immediately. 


In the case of financial assets carried at amortised cost, loss events may include: indications 
that the debtors or a group of debtors are experiencing significant financial difficulty, default 
or delinquency in interest or principal payments; indications that they will enter bankruptcy or 
other financial reorganisation; and changes in arrears or economic conditions that correlate 
with defaults 


When the terms of financial assets that would otherwise have been past due or impaired have 
been renegotiated, the association recognises the impairment for such financial assets by 
taking into account the original terms as if the terms have not been renegotiated so that the 
loss events that have occurred are duly considered. 


Derecognition 

Financial assets are derecognised when the contractual right to receipt of cash flows expires 
or the asset is transferred to another party whereby the entity no longer has any significant 
continuing involvement in the risks and benefits associated with the asset. Financial liabilities 
are derecognised when the related obligations are discharged or cancelled, or have expired. 
The difference between the carrying amount of the financial liability extinguished or transferred 
to another party and the fair value of consideration paid, including the transfer of non-cash 
assets or liabilities assumed, is recognised in surplus or deficit. 


(e) Impairment of Assets 

At the end of each reporting period, the association assesses whether there is any indication 

that an asset may be impaired. If such an indication exists, an impairment test is carried out on 
the asset by comparing the recoverable amount of the asset, being the higher of the asset's fair 
value less costs to sell and value in use, to the asset’s carrying amount. Any excess of the asset’s 
carrying amount over its recoverable amount is recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 


Where it is not possible to estimate the recoverable amount of an individual asset, the association 
estimates the recoverable amount of the cash-generating unit to which the asset belongs. 


Where the future economic benefits of the asset are not primarily dependent upon the asset’s 
ability to generate net cash inflows and when the entity would, if deprived of the asset, 
replace its remaining future economic benefits, value in use is determined as the depreciated 
replacement cost of an asset. 


(f) Employee Provisions 


Short-term employee benefits 

Provision is made for the association’s obligation for short-term employee benefits. Short-term 
employee benefits are benefits (other than termination benefits) that are expected to be settled 
wholly before 12 months after the end of the annual reporting period in which the employees 
render the related service, including wages, salaries and sick leave. Short-term employee 
benefits are measured at the amounts expected to be paid when the obligation is settled. 


Other long-term employee benefits 

Provision is made for employees’ annual leave entitlements not expected to be settled wholly 
within 12 months after the end of the annual reporting period in which the employees render 

the related service. Other long-term employee benefits are measured at the present value of 

the expected future payments to be made to employees. Expected future payments incorporate 
anticipated future wage and salary levels, durations of service and employee departures, and are 
discounted at rates determined by reference to market yields at the end of the reporting period 
on corporate bonds that have maturity dates that approximate the terms of the obligations. 

Any remeasurements of obligations for other long-term employee benefits for changes in 
assumptions are recognised in profit or loss in the periods in which the changes occur. 
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The association’s obligations for long-term employee benefits are presented as non-current 
provisions in its statement of financial position, except where the association does not have an 
unconditional right to defer settlement for at least 12 months after the reporting date, in which 
case the obligations are presented as current provisions. 


(g) Cash and Cash Equivalents 
Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand, deposits held at-call with banks, other short-term 
highly liquid investments with original maturities of three months or less, and bank overdrafts. 


(h) Accounts Receivable and Other Debtors 

Accounts receivable and other debtors include amounts due from members as well as amounts 
receivable from customers for goods sold in the ordinary course of business. Receivables 
expected to be collected within 12 months of the end of the reporting period are classified as 
current assets. All other receivables are classified as non-current assets. 


Accounts receivable are initially recognised at fair value and subsequently measured at 
amortised cost using the effective interest method, less any provision for impairment. 


(i) Revenue Recognition 

Revenue is recognised at the fair value of consideration received or receivable. Amounts 
disclosed as revenue are net of taxes paid. The following specific recognition criteria must also 
be met before revenue is recognised: 


Grant revenue 


Grants revenue is recognised in surplus or deficit in the period in which the associated 
costs are incurred. 


Donations 


Donations and bequests are recognised as revenue when received. 


Interest Revenue 


Interest revenue is recognised using the effective interest method, which for floating 
rate financial assets is the rate inherent in the instrument. Dividend revenue is 
recognised when the right to receive a dividend has been established. 


Services Revenue 


Revenue from the rendering of a service is recognised upon the delivery of the service 
to the customers. 


(i) Inventories on Hand 
Inventories held for sale are measured at the lower of cost and net realisable value. 


(k) Goods and Services Tax (GST) 
Revenues, expenses and assets are recognised net of the amount of GST, except where the 
amount of GST incurred is not recoverable from the Australian Taxation Office (ATO). 


Receivables and payables are stated inclusive of the amount of GST receivable or payable. The 
net amount of GST recoverable from, or payable to, the ATO is included with other receivables 
or payables in the statement of financial position. 


Cash flows are presented on a gross basis. The GST components of cash flows arising 
from investing or financing activities which are recoverable from, or payable to, the ATO 
are presented as operating cash flows included in receipts from customers or payments to 
suppliers. 


(I) Accounts Payable and Other Payables 

Accounts payable and other payables represent the liabilities outstanding at the end of the 
reporting period for goods and services received by the association during the reporting period 
that remain unpaid. The balance is recognised as a current liability with the amounts normally 
paid within 30 days of recognition of the liability. 


(m) Provisions 

Provisions are recognised when the association has a legal or constructive obligation, as a 
result of past events, for which it is probable that an outflow of economic benefits will result 
and that outflow can be reliably measured. Provisions recognised represent the best estimate 
of the amounts required to settle the obligation at the end of the reporting period. 


(n) Critical Accounting Estimates & Judgements 

The Association evaluates estimates and judgments incorporated into the financial statements 
based on historical knowledge and best available current information. Estimates assume 

a reasonable expectation of future events and are based on current trends and industry 

data, obtained both externally and within the Association. Information about estimates and 
assumptions that have the most significant effect on recognition and measurement of assets, 
liabilities, income and expenses are provided below. 


Useful lives of depreciable assets 


Management reviews its estimate of the useful lives of depreciable assets at each 
reporting date based on the expected utility of assets. Uncertainties in the estimates 
relate to obsolescence that may change the utility of certain assets. 


(0) Comparative Figures 

When required by Accounting Standards or for improved presentation of the financial report, 
comparative figures have been adjusted to conform to changes in presentation for the current 
financial year. The 2016 comparatives have been adjusted to reclassify term deposits with 
maturity dates over 3 months from cash and cash equivalents to financial assets to reflect the 
nature of these amounts. Also, where appropriate, revenue has been reclassified between grant 
and other revenue to better reflect the nature of amounts received.
